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Early Childhood System Development

Iowa was awarded a National Governor’s Association Early Childhood Advisory
Council project grant in 2008. This grant has allowed Early Childhood Iowa and
partners the opportunity to provide technical assistance and process support to local
Community Empowerment Areas (CEA) in order to advance early childhood
systems development and integration. This technical assistance was provided
through five regional meetings across the state (Ames, Atlantic, Charles City, lowa
City, and Storm Lake).

Each Community Empowerment Area (CEA) brought a team of individuals to their
regional meeting to include: three current board members and two or three non-board
members, diverse representation and perspectives (e.g., race/ethnicity, special needs,
public and private), leaders from a variety of fields impacted by early childhood (e.g.
Title V or local health agencies, school districts, community action agencies, early
care and education providers etc.) and involvement of stakeholders in your system
who might be currently under-involved. Inviting broad community representation
allowed each CEA the opportunity to engage partners, new and veteran, while
thinking about developing an integrated, comprehensive early care, health, and
education system. It also provided an opportunity to learn from other local CEA on
what they are doing for system development activities.

Prior to the regional meeting, CEA received a tool for community system
assessment, which helped teams identify their current levels of system integration.
During the regional meeting, each CEA was asked to complete an action plan and
develop goals and activities in order to improve and/or continue system
development. From the action plan, each group came up with three priorities they
wanted to focus on.

From here, ECI and Community Empowerment will continue to explore ideas and
come up with strategies to improve and increase communication between the state
and local levels.

As you know, education is critical to having a quality early care and education
workforce in Iowa. To help early care and education practitioners in obtaining a
Child Development Associate (CDA) and higher education degrees, Iowa is
establishing a Professional Development Advising Program. This program was
funded through professional development funding from the Office of Empowerment
and developed through a collaborative partnership between lowa Association for the
Education of Young Children (Iowa AEYC), Iowa Child Care Resource and Referral
(CCR&R) Network, and the Iowa Department of Human Services (DHS). Other
organizations and agencies that are partners in this program include:

Stacie Steveson, CDA Coordinator/T.E.A.C.H. Counseling Specialist at lowa AEYC
will coordinate on-going technical assistance, communications, and updates about
the CDA credential, manage the Iowa CDA advisor referral system (which includes
limited funding to reimburse advisors for eligible expenses), and support
practitioners as they apply for T.E.A.C.H. assistance with obtaining their CDA or
higher education degrees.

Each of the five CCR&R regions will have a new Regional Professional
Development Coordinator to serve as an advisor for this program. We anticipate
these positions being filled by December 1, 2008. Also, other local CCR&R staff
will provide support to practitioners in child care, Head Start, and Pre-Kindergarten
programs to develop and meet their individual professional development goals with
an emphasis on advice and encouragement in getting a CDA credential and
completing a degree in an early childhood-related field. Some of the benefits for
practitioners include:

A total of 884
kids received school supplies (including one hawk-i application per bag), 370
received physicals, 44 received lead tests, 25 kids were immunized and 130 were
provided with dental screenings.

This event would not have been possible without donations from the following

Towa events did not only include those in Des Moines; many hawk-i outreach
coordinators participated in the Back-fo-School campaign in their local communities,
from creating bulletin boards to distributing hawk-i applications at school
registrations, children across the state were being prepared to go back to school
healthy and ready to learn.

In addition to the health fair, hawk-i materials and information were provided to
families and other interested partners each day at the Iowa State Fair, which is one of
the largest events in Iowa, consisting of millions of attendees each year. Partnering
with the lowa Department of Public Health, CKF staff gave away over 500
brochures and various other materials, all promoting the hawk-i program.
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
